P .’s track near 
the east end of the dump, tunnel- 
under it and following the ra vine 
to the river. 
The engineers in 
charge haye staked that line out at 
last, and have crossed the rivtr 
and are working northward toward 
Gull Lake. 
W hether this is to 
obviate any question as to the right 
of way through the city or because 
the route is the most feasible one is 
not known, but it certainly will do 
away with the former in case the 
plans are not changed. 
It is certainly very encouraging 
to Brainerd, and the entire county 
for that matter, thAt another road 


is assured. 
It will build ud manu­ 
fa cturing industries and make of 
our city a commercial center of no 
small importance; and it is almost 
imperative tha t we have the second 
road to accomplish this end. 
The 
completion of the dam and the 
building of a competing line of 
railway 
will give to the man­ 
ufacturer every

At StillwAler Of Ro bert E. Glraio n o Fo rmer 
Brainerd Renidrnt. 
On Mon d ay n ight in telligen ce was re­ 
ceived in this city of the sud d en an d 
tragic d eath of Robert E. Gleason , a 
former Brain erd resid en t, but who for 
the past years has been foreman in R. W, 
Turn ball’s large saw mill at Stillwater. 
It seems that about 5 o’clock Mon d ay 
even in g a man employed in the mill re­ 
ported to Mr. Gleason that on e of the 
boxes of the machin ery which d rives the 
big belt had become hot an d required at­ 
ten tion . 
Mr. Gleason wen t to the heated 
box an d applied the proper method « for 
red ucin g the heat. 
He worked at the 
box for some time, an d after he had com­ 
pleted his task he told the en gin eer to 
start up again . 
The sign al w histle to 
n otify the men when the machin ery is 
about to start was blown , but Mr. Glea­ 
son evid en tly d id n ot hear it. 
He placed 
on e han d again st an upright timber an d 
raised on e leg to step over the belt. 
At 
that in stan t the machin ery started an d 
the d rivin g w heel above bein g on the 
d own ward turn , the belt started at full 
speed . The un fortun ate gen tleman was 
caught by the belt an d carried to the big 
iron pulley in a secon d . 
Aroun d this 
pulley his bod y was whirled like a flash 
of lightn in g, an d thrown again st the fly 
wheel then ce to the floor. 
A horror 
striken bystan d er ran to the en gin eer 
an d the machin ery was stopped in a mo­ 
men t. 
A sicken in g sight was presen ted 
to those who approached the prostrate 
form. The top of the un fortuuate man ’s 
heed had been torn off an d his brain s 
scattered in every d irection ; bis lun gs 
laid some d istan ce from the bod y, bis 
arms were a mass of pulp, an d he had 
been d isemboweled . The lower extrem ­ 
ities were n ot bad ly in jured 
Physician s 
an d an un d ertaker were summon ed . The 
d octors sewed up the gapin g woun d s 
as best they could , an d the fragmen ts of 
the bod y were picked up an d placed as 
n early as possible in their proper places. 
The remain s were taken to the un d er­ 
takin g rooms of Mueller A Bpin d lc in 
Stillwater, an d prepared for burial. 
Mr. Gleason was born in Lake Con n lr, 
111., on Oct. 12, 1*42, an d was n early 46 
years of age. 
He was a first-class mill­ 
wright, havin g worked at this trad e in 
d ifferen t cities of Michigan an d Min n e­ 
sota for the last twen ty years, an d it was 
a great surprise to those who kn ew how 
thorough was his kn owled ge of a mill 
that he should hare been thus caught, 
lie was at on e time a member of the well 
kn own lumber firm of J. J. Howe A Co., 
of this city, the firm n ame then bein g 
Howe, Gleason A Co. 
He was well aod 
favorably kn own by all of our citizen s, 
was of a pleasan t an d gen ial d isposition , 
an d con sequen tly was a foreman who 
was loved an d ad mired by the men em­ 
ployed un d er him. 
His remain s were 
temporarily in terred in the cemetery at 
Stillwater, the fun eral ceremon ies bein g 
con d ucted at kis resid en ce by the min is­ 
ter of the First Con gregation al Church 
of that city. 
A beautiful floral offermg 
by the employes of the mill was placed 
upon his casket, lie leaves a wife, an d 
four child ren by a former marriage, to 
mourn his loss, besid es an aged mother 
an d several brothers an d sisters who re­ 
sid e in Lake Coun ty, 111. 
Three of his 
child ren , Muses May an d Maud Gleason 
an d Mr» . F. W 
Wielan d resid e in this 
city, an d the eld est Mrs. W D. DeShon 
was visitin g with him in Stillwater at the 
time of his d eath.

The New Noaa. 
It has been a question in 
minds of our 
people for some 
weeks, eyer sia^e it became a set­ 
tled fact that the Brainerd & North­ 
western road wan to be built, as to 
where the road 
would enter the 
city and cross the Mississippi river, 
and the question has not yet been 
satisfactorily settled notwithstand­ 
ing the fact that the Manitoba sur­ 
veying party which has been run* 
ning a line from Milacca to this 
city have effected a crossing near 
the end of the ravine 
at 
the 
river, 
this being on the water 
company’s bottom laud. 
If this 
route is carried into effect the road 
will cross the N . P .’s track near 
the east end of the dump, tunnel- 
under it and following the ravine 
to the river. 
The engineers in 
charge haye staked that line out at 
last, and have crossed the river 
and are working northward toward 
Gull Lake. 
Whether this is to 
obviate any question as to the right 
of way through the city or because 
the route is the most feasible one is 
not known, but it certainly will do 
away with the former in case the 
plans are not changed.

The ditliculty lies m t he fact 
that the treaties of the government 
with the Indians guarante* 
the possession of their lands and this 
guarantee has been held sacred. 
It is 
now proposed to give each Indian 
family a largo farm and open the rest 
of their reservations to 
settlement. 
This would give about 40,000,000 
acres to civilization. 
It remains to 
be seen whether the Indians will ac- 
eept an arrangement of this kind.

F»r»«i Miscellany. 
When water from a stream is turn- 
dd upon grass lands it is not advis­ 
able to keep it running continually, 
but the water should be turned on to 
a part at a time, leaving tho other 
part a few days to dry. 
It is better 
to water copiously for 24 hours than 
to keep a constant drizzle with a little 
water, which will not go so far, and 
spoils the grass as far as it goes. 


Shrinkage of cream depends largely 
upon the rapidity with which it is 
raised. 
If warm milk, say at ninety 
degrees, is plunged into ice cold water, 
the cream globules will rise in a few 
hours. 
One hundred inches of cream 
raised under these circumstances will 
shrink 14 to 10 per cent, more than 
cream raised irom inilk cooled slowly 
and allowed to stand at a tempera­ 
ture of sixty degrees. If the first men­ 
tioned conditions occur in summer, 
the above mentioned shrinkage will 
occur. 
If the latter in winter, none 
will occur. 


Some recently compiled dairy sta­ 
tistics may prove interesting: About 
$2,000,000,000 is 
invested in the 
dairy business of the United States; 
15,000,000 cows supply the milk, and 
it takes 00,000,000 acres of land to 
feed them and 700,000 men and 1,000- 
000 horses to attend to them and the 
milk they produce. 
These cows and 
horses consume annually 30.000,000 
tons of hay, 00,000,000 bushels of 
cornmeal and oatm eal, 275,000,000 
bushels of oats and varotis other 
grains, the total cost of which is 
about $400,000,000 per year, while 
tho hired help costs $108,000,000. 
The yearly return for this investment 
is 0 ,750,000 gallons of milk, which at 
an average of twelve cents per gallon, 
would bring $810,000,000. 
In summering ham a hwly corre­ 
spondent of the Michigan Farmer has 
had excellent results from the follow­ 
ing practice, which gives the added 
advantage of placing the meat always 
within easy and convenient reach: 
“Pack the slices very firmly into a 
stone jar without any cooking, then 
cover with about two inches of melted 
lard. 
When a slice is taken out some 
l a r d will adhere to it; un it this and 
r e t u r n it to the i;ir hot; then fry o r 
broil the ham and it will ho very fresh 
and nice.” 


how little covering is required lor oats 
or barley sown on newly turned soil. 
It the plow throws tho land into 
ridges, which are left to dry out before 
seeding, it is much less dry than it 
seems. 
Leave the soil after leveling 
its ridges and half an inch below its 
surface if in proper tilth there will 
be sufficient moisture to germinate 
seeds. 
If we could cover pring sg' ain 
uniformly half tin inch deep it would 
in m ost cases be better than a deeper 
covering. 
It is the general tault of 
grain drills that they cover the seed 
too deeply, and for that reason some 
farmers prefer to level the surface and. 
sow broadcast for spring grain rather 
than to use a drill. 
But if after plow­ 
ing the ground is rolled it will com­ 
pact the surface and thus prevent tho 
wheels ottho drill sinking down and 
carrying the seed down too deeply in 
the drill tubes. On dry soil in good 
tilth without rolling the points of the 
tubes are often four or five inches be­ 
low the surface. 
Some of the seed so 
deeply covered perishes, while that 
which grows becomes feeble and ex­ 
hausted by its long struggle towards 
air and light.

they become sot, season them with a 
little salt, and dish up, laying each 
egg upon a thin piece of nicely-broiled 
ham. 


For snow custard use one pint of 
milk, one pint of cream, one-quarter 
pound of white sugar; 10 eggs, one 
stick of cinnamon. 
Put the milk, 
cream, sugar and cinnamon m a farina 
kettle, and set on the fire; when tiie 
mixture begins to boil, pour in the 
yolks of the eggs, having previously 
beaten them up in a few spoonfuls of 
cold milk; keep stirring the mixture 
till it begins to boil again; then take 
out the cinnamon, arid stir in the 
whites, previously well beaten, stir­ 
ring quickly all the time to prevent 
running over; when done, put it into 
a dish garnished with small cakes. 


For Spanish biscuits use eight eggs, 
six ounces of pulverized sugar, one- 
halt pound of flour, the grated zest ot 
one lemon. Beat the yolks of the eggs 
as light as possible, then stir ui the 
sugar; then beut the whites of the eggs 
to a stiff froth, and mix this lightly 
with the sugar and the yolks; lastly 
stir in the Hour and the lemon zest; 
beat tiie whole thoroughly well to­ 
gether, drop the mixture on paper, 
place this on a baking tin and bake in 
a moderate oven. 
Graham bread that can be started 
after breakfast and baked before *1 in­ 
ner is made of one pint ainl a half of 
sour milk, two scant teaspoon fills of 
soda dissolved in a little hot water, 
half a cupful of New Orleans molasses, 
a teaspoonful ot salt and as much 
sifted graham Hour as can he stirred 
in with a spoon. 
Grease a large bread 
tin very evenly, as the mol asses in 
the bread renders it liable to stick, 
put into the oven hot and bake for 
two hours. 
Have the oven hot when 
the bread is put in, and tow ards the 
last half of the last hour let it cool 
gradually. 
Or this 
bread may he 
steamed for one hour and three-quar­ 
ters, and he dried oiT in the oven 
twenty 
minutes. 
When it is taken 
from tho oven wrap a towel around 
tho loaf, the tin and all, and in ten 
minutes remove from the tin, and 
keep the loaf wrapped in

way. 
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Keeji th e Cellar Clean. 
Mr. T B. Terry, after citing the fa't 
that coal gas can pass through a brick 
and be ignited on the other side, and 
that the air from dark damp cellars 
reaches living rooms very readily by 
way of the cracks in ordinary house- 
tloors, conveying germs of disease, 
gives this good advice, in Mr. Root’s 
“Gleanings:” 
“Because the cedar is out of sight, 
*1** not let it he neglected. 
Keep it as 
clean as any room in the house. There 
is no other safe way. First of all,make 
it dry. 
In selecting a place for a 
house, always choose a dry pie**e of 
land. II the house is alrtady built, do 
not spare drain-tiles and labor until 
you 
have 
made 
the 
cellar 
as 
dry as 
possible. 
Next, 
overhead, 
without 
fail, 
not go through mortar 
easily as through a brick, 
mg paper under carpets 
straw. 
Be sure to whitewash cellars 
all over once in a year or two. 
Have 
a cement floor, and keep it clean. 
If 
yon have reason to su-*i»e< t there is 
anything wrong (it will do no harm 
any way), fumigate it. hy burning rags 
first dipjM.**! in 
melted 
brimstone. 
When it will do no harm, let in t lie 
sunshine. 
Most of all <lo not allow 
any decaying vegetable or animal m at­ 
ter to stay in it. 
Now, masculine 
frie n d s , do make your wives see to 
this, but tend to it yourselves, as you 
value the lives ofyour*l*-arones. 
One 
may live over a damp ii’tliy cellar for 
years, and not pay the penalty; he 
may bury every child within a week. 
Pure air, sunshine, and pure water 
are th? best preventives of disease. 
Mak* th*- air of home (cellars and all) 
as pure as possible.”

An*l yet all reasonable parents will be 
glad to concede to the ideas, wishes, 
opinions of their children all they can 
with due regard to their own individu­ 
al interests, and no reasonable child 
could or should oek more than thi*.

FARM AND HOUSEHOLD, 


Farm Mixed lait jr. 
When water from a stream is tum ­ 
id upon grass lands it is not advis­ 
able to keep it running continually, 
but tho water should be turned on to 
a part at a time, leaving the other 
part a few days to dry. 
It is better 
to water copiously for 24 hours than 
to keep a constant drizzle with a little 
water, which will not go so far, and 
spoils the grass as far as it goes. 


Shrinkage of cream depends largely 
upon the rapidity with which it is 
raised. 
If warm milk, say at ninety 
degrees, is plunged into ice cold water, 
the cream globules will rise in a few 
hours. 
One hundred inches of cream 
raised under these circumstances will 
shrink 14 to 1(5 per cent, more than 
cream raised irom milk cooled slowly 
and allowed to stand at a tempera­ 
ture of sixty degrees. If the first men­ 
tioned conditions occur in slimmer, 
the above mentioned shrinkage will 
occur. 
If the latter in winter, none 
will occur.

$2,000,000,000 is 
invested in the 
dairy business of the United States; 
15,000,000 cows supply the milk, and 
it takes 60,000,000 acres of land to 
feed them and 700,000 men and 1,000- 
000 horses to attend to them and tho 
milk they produce. 
These cows arui 
horses consume annually 80.000,000 
tons of hay, 00,000,000 bushels of 
cornmeal and oatmeal, 275,000,000 
bushels of oats and varous other 
grains, the total cost of which is 
about $400,000,000 per year, while 
the hired help costs $168,OOO,OCK), 
The yearly return for this investment 
is 0,750,000 gallons of milk, which at 
an average of twelve cents per gallon, 
would bring $8IO,OOO,OOO." 


In summering bam a lady corre­ 
spondent of the Michigan Farmer has 
had excellent results from the follow­ 
ing practice, which gives the added 
advantage of placing the meat always 
within easy and convenient reach: 
“Pack the slices very firmly into a 
etoile jar without any cooking, then 
cover with about two inches of melted 
lard.

how little covering is required for oats 
or barley sown on newly turned soil.

Leave the soil after leveling 
its ridges and half an inch below its 
surface if in proper tilth there will 
be sufficient moisture to germinate 
seeds. 
If we could cover pring sgrain 
uniformly half an inch deep it would 
in m ost eases be better than a deeper 
covering. 
It is the general lault of 
grain drills that they cover the seed 
too deeply, and for that reason some 
farmers prefer to level the surface and. 
sow broadcast for spring grain rather 
than to use a drill. 
But if after plow­ 
ing the ground is rolled it will com­ 
pact the surface and thus prevent tho 
wheels of the drill sinking down and 
carrying the seed down too deeply in 
the drill tubes. On dry soil in good 
tilth without rolling the points of th© 
tubes are often four or five inches be 
low the surface. 
Some of the seed so 
deeply covered perishes, %vhile that 
which grows becomes feeble and ex­ 
hausted by its long struggle towards 
air and light.

The art of guiding a vine or tree into 
shape and yield that we desire it to 
have, and doing this without any vio­ 
lent check or interruption of its de- 
velopement, is one of the most de­ 
lightfully interesting of all the varie­ 
ties of garden work.

For 
strawberry 
blunchmange, 
spread a quart of strawberries on a 
broad dish, strew them over thickly 
with pulverized sugar and let them 
stand for five or six hours or until the 
juice bas been well drawn from them. 
Then make a blancmange with gela­ 
tine, sweeten it to taste and stir in 
the juice of the berries. 
Mix all well 
together, pour the mixture into a 
damp mould and place on the ice till 
set. 
To make steamed egg:-, break foul 
or five eggs into seperate 
saucers, 
slide them carefully into a well-but­ 
tered dish, with abroad bottom, lay a 
piece of butter on top of each egg, 
cover the dish over tight ly and set it 
over a pan of boiling water. 
When 
they become set, season them with a 
little salt, mid dish up, laying each 
egg upon a thin piece of nicely-broiled 
ham. 
For snow custard use one pint of 
milk, one pint of cream, one-quarter 
pound of white sugar; IO eggs, one 
stick of cinnamon. 
Put the milk, 
cream, sugar and cinnamon inafarina 
kettle, and set on the fire; when tile 
mixture begins to boil, pour in the 
yolks of the eggs, having previously 
beaten them up in a few spoonfuls of 
cold milk; keep stirring the mixture 
till it begins to boil again; then take 
out the cinnamon, and stir in the 
whites, previously well beaten, stir­ 
ring quickly all the time to prevent 
running over; when done, put it into 
a dish garnished with small cakes. 


For Spanish biscuits use eight, eggs, 
six ounces of pulverized sugar, one- 
halt pound of Hour, the grated zest of 
one lemon. Beat the yolks of the eggs 
as light as possible, then stir in the 
sugar; then beat the whites of the eggs 
to a still froth, and mix this lightly 
with tho sugar and the yolks; lastly 
stir in the Hour and the lemon zest;

TRAGIC DEATH, 


At Stillwater Of Robert E. Giraton n Former 
Brainerd Rrsidrnl. 
On Monday night intelligence was re­ 
ceived in this city of the sudden and 
tragic death of Robert E. Gleason, a 
former Brainerd resident, but who for 
the past years lias been foreman in R. W, 
T urnball’s large saw mill at Stillwater. 
I t seems that about 5 o’clock Monday 
evening a man employed in the mill re­ 
ported to Mr. Gleason th at one of the 
boxes of the machinery w hich drives the 
big belt had become hot and required a t­ 
tention. 
Mr. Gleason went to the heated 
box and applied the proper methods for 
reducing the heat. 
He worked at the 
box for some time, and after he had com­ 
pleted his task he told the engineer to 
start up again. 
The signal whistle to 
notify the men when the machinery is 
about to start was blown, but Mr. Glea­ 
son evidently did not hear it. 
He placed 
one hand against an upright timber and 
raised one leg to step over the belt. 
At 
that instant the machinery started and 
the driving w heel above being on the 
downward turn, the belt started at full 
speed. 
The unfortunate gentleman was 
caught by the belt and carried to the big 
iron pulley in a second. 
Around this 
pulley his body was whirled like a flash 
of lightning, and thrown against the fly 
wheel thence to th e floor. 
A horror 
striken bystander ran to the engineer 
and the machinery was stopped in a mo­ 
ment. 
A sickening sight was presented 
to those who approached the prostrate 
form. 
T he top of the unfortunate m an’s 
head had been torn off and his brains 
scattered in every direction; liis lungs 
laid 6ome distance from the body, his 
arms were a mass of pulp, and he had 
been disemboweled. 
The lower extrem ­ 
ities were not badly injured 
Physicians 
and an undertaker were summoned. The 
doctors sewed up the gapm g wounds 
as best they could, and the fragments of 
the body were picked up and placed as 
nearly as possible in their proper placet. 
The remains wcie taken to the under­ 
taking rooms of Mueller & Spindle in 
Stillwater, and prepared for burial. 
Mr. Gleason was born in Lake Connty, 
111., on Oct. 12, 1642, and was nearly 46 
years of age. 
He was a first-class mill­ 
w right, having worked at this trude in 
different cities of Michigan and Minne­ 
sota for the last twenty years, and it was 
a great surprise to those who knew how 
thorough was his knowledge of a mill 
that he should have been thus caught. 
He was at one time a member of the well 
known iurnber firm of J. J. Howe<L Co., 
of this city, the firm name then being 
Howe, Gleason & Co. 
He was well aod 
favorably known by all of our citizens, 
was of a pleasant and genial disposition, 
and consequently was a foreman who 
wras loved and admired by the men em ­ 
ployed under him. 
His remains were 
tem porarily interred in the cemetery at 
Stillwater, the funeral ceremouies being 
conducted at kis residence by the minis­ 
ter of the First Congregational Church 
of that city. 
A beautiful floral offering 
by the employes of the mill was placed 
upon his casket. 
He leaves a wife, and 
four children by a former marriage, to 
mourn his loss, besides an aged mother 
and several brothers and sisters who re­ 
side in Lake County, 111. 
Three of his 
children, Misses May and Maud Gleason 
and Mrs. F. W 
Wieland reside in this 
city, and the eldest Mrs. W. D. DeShon 
was visiting with him in Stillwater at the 
time of his death. 
The afflicted ones 
have the sympathy of their friends in 
their sad bereavement. 
Mr. Gleason was a free and accepted 
Mason, beinga member of Lodge No. 181, 
of Muskegon, Mich., and had his life in ­ 
sured in the beneficial association of the 
organization.

TRAGIC DRATH, 


At Slillwttrr Of Robert E. Gleason a Former 
Brainerd Resident. 
On Monday night intelligence was re­ 
ceived in this city of the sudden and 
tragic death of Robert E. Gleason, a 
former Brainerd resident, but who for 
the past years has been foreman in R. W, 
Turn ball’s large saw mill at Stillwater. 
It seems that about 5 o’clock Monday 
evening a man employed in the mill re­ 
ported to Mr. Gleason that one of the 
boxes of the machinery which drives the 
big belt had become hot and required at­ 
tention. 
Mr. Gleason went to the heated 
box and applied the proper methods for 
reducing the heat. 
He worked at the 
box for some time, aud after he had com­ 
pleted his task he told the engineer to 
start up again. 
The signal whistle to 
notify the men when the machinery is 
about to start was blown, but Mr. Glea­ 
son evidently did not hear it. 
He placed 
one hand against an upright timber and 
raised one leg to step over the belt. 
At 
that instant the machinery started and 
the driving wheel above being on the 
downward turn, the belt started at full 
speed. The unfortunate gentleman was 
caught by the belt and carried to the big 
iron pulley in a second. 
Around this 
pulley his body was whirled like a flash 
of lightning, and thrown against the fly 
wheel thence to the floor. 
A horror 
strlken bystander ran to the engineer 
and the machinery was stopped in a mo­ 
ment. A sickening sight was presented 
to those who approached the prostrate 
form. 
The top of the unfortunate man’s 
head had been torn off and his brains 
scattered in every direction; bis lungs 
laid some distance from the body, his 
arms were a mass of pulp, and he had 
been disemboweled. The lower extrem­ 
ities were not badly injured. 
Physicians 
and an undertaker were summoned. The 
doctors sewed up the gaping wounds 
as bist they could, and the fragments of 
the body were picked up and placed as 
nearly as possible in their proper places. 
The remains were taken to the under­ 
taking rooms of Mueller & Spindle in 
Stillwater, and prepared for burial. 
Mr. Gleason was boro in Lake Connty, 
111., on Oct. 12, 1842, and was nearly 46 
years of age. 
He was a first-class mill­ 
wright, having worked at this trade in 
different cities of Michigan and Minne­ 
sota for the last twenty years, and it was 
a great surprise to those who knew how 
thorough was his knowledge of a mill 
that he should have been thus caught, 
lie was at one time a member of the well 
known lumber firm of J. J. Howed. Co., 
of this city, the firm name then being 
Howe, Gleason A Co. 
He was well and 
favorably known by all of our citizens, 
was of a pleasant and genial disposition, 
and consequently was a foreman who 
was loved and admired by the men em­ 
ployed under him. 
His remains were 
temporarily interred in the cemetery at 
Stillwater, the funeral ceremonies being 
conducted at his residence by the minis­ 
ter of the First Congregational Church 
of that city. 
A beautiful floral offering 
by the employes of the mill was placed 
upon his casket. Ile leaves a wife, and 
four children by a former marriage, to 
mourn bis loss, besides an aged mother 
and several brolherg and sisters who re­ 
side in Lake County, ill. 
Three of his 
children, Misses May and Maud Gleason 
and Mrs. F. W. Wieland reside in this 
city, and the eldest Mrs. W. D. DeShon 
was visiting with him in Stillwater at the 
time of his death. The afflicted ones 
have the sympathy of their friends in 
their sad bereavement. 
Mr. Gleason was a free and accepted 
Mason, beings member of Lodge No. 181, 
of Muskegon, Mich., and had his life in ­ 
sured in the beneficial association of the 
organization.
